SNOW PLOWS DANGEROUS 
SAYS SAFETY COMMITTEE 

Some actions ‘by drivers of pri- 
vate snowplowing equipment are 
causing concern among members 
of the Maine Highway Safety Com- 
mittee. In a statement released 
mittee. The committee points out 
that wide plow blades in horizontal 
position take up ‘more room on the 
highway than the vehicle they’re 
attached to. With many: roads sub- 
stantially narrowed by snowbanks 
it’s possible that an approaching 
driver might swerve into one at 
the sudden appearance of a wide 
horizontal plow blade coming at 
them. 

To help ayoid such a situation 

and to relieve any apprehension 
on our highways the committee 
suggests that private snowplow 
operators atigle their blades. when 
feasible so they take up the least 
room possible and give other driv- 
ers a fair share of the road, 

Another plow-rélated problem is 
careless backing by some opena- 
tors when clearing snow. Careful 
attention to oncoming traffic is es- 
sential, the committee said, and 
yielding the right of way in such 
situations is required of the plow 
operator, 

Concluditig, the committee urged 
plowers to be especially alert when 
youngsters are standing around 
Watching, Children are sometinies 
eareless about their footing and 
could tumble into the path of the 
vehicle, so operators mitist be con- 
sbazitly wary of them. -

As the Reagan administnation. 
pursues its plan fo return more 
authority from the federal govern- 
ment to the states, it is increas- 
ingly apparent that such a policy 
should not apply across the board. 
A case in point is a preliminary 
draft of proposals by the presi- 
dent’s Task Force on Regulatory 
Relief concerning. federal nursing 


home regulations, The proposed 
“transfer of authority from the fed- 


eral government to the states on 
these important regulations should 
pe reconsidered by the adminis- 
tration,. 

At issue are rules affecting the 
skilled nursing home industry in 
Maine and other states, I recently 
received a letter from the Maine 
Committeee on Aging, which ex- 
pressed its dismay at plans to re- 
peal the following federal rules: 

~- That written policies for con- 
trol of communicable diseases. 
must exist “to insure that em- 
ployees with symptoms or signs of 
communicable disease or infected 
skin. lesions are not permitted to 
swork,?? 

— That there must be a “safe 
and sanitary environment for pa- 
tients and personnel.” 

— That a patient must be “‘treat- 
ed with considenation, respect and 
full recognition for his dignity and 
individuality including privacy in 
treatment and in care for his per- 
sonal needs.” 

—- And that a nursing home must 
retain. an outside “consultant to 
work. with its staff if it does not 
employ a “qualified professional 
person” to perform specific activi- 
ties such as social work, dietary 
services and medical record-keep- 
ing. ae oe 
It should be made clear that no 
action has been taken by the De- 
partment of Health and Human 
Services (HHS) on these recom- 
mendations. To make such a 
move, I feel, would be a mistake, 
and I have written to HHS Sec- 
retary Richard Schweiker to regis- 
ister my feeling that tnansferring 
these obligations to the states 
would have potentially damaging 
effects. 

My fear is that nursing home 
care will deteriorate because of 
implementation of these proposals. 
Staff hygiene and sanitary condi- 
tions vary widely from state to 
state, and thus should not take 
precedence over federal law, Elim- 
ination of these federal rules would 
create confusion among nursing:
